Social media, texting, video and 
other mediums allow college students 
to reach out to others and connect 
across the globe. Despite the seemingly 
positive uses for the internet, college 
students can seriously be affected by its 
constant use. 

Although the posts shared in social 
media may show a happy, carefree 
lifestyle, these updates can be heavily 
filtered to show a false reality. According 
to a JCJC survey, 97 percent of students 
use some form of social media, and 
almost 50 percent of students stage 
photos for specific reasons. These 
heavily altered photos can sway the 
judgements of others. Sixty-eight 
percent of survey takers said they based 
their opinions of others on their social 
media posts. 

Video sharing platforms are another 
vice for many college students. 


Instead of living in the moment and 
fully experiencing a special event in 
life, students are constantly filming 
for YouTube, Snapchat or other video 
sharing platforms. During these 
moments, people might be physically 
present, but mentally stuck in their 
devices. 

Dating is another task that the internet 
is making simultaneously easier and 
harder. The Pew Research Center states 
that one in ten Americans have dated 
online and know people who have also 
dated online. In college atmospheres, 
online dating is common. According to 
the JCJC survey, 45 percent of students 
have tried to date online. 

Direct messaging and texting allow 
quick access to conversation. However, 
the unwritten rules of these messages 
can cause correspondence to become 
difficult. Texting back too slowly 
or quickly, double texting, and not

Jones College offers 
bountiful entertainment 
options on campus for 
faculty and students, 
as well as the Ellisville 
community. One such 
option is the art gallery 
located in the Visual Arts 
Center. 

Each year, there are six 
art shows presented by 
different local talents and 
Jones students. Melanie 
Eubanks, who teaches Art 
Appreciation, Drawing, 
Exhibition, Ceramics and 
Art History, has been the 
director of the art show 
for nearly two years. 
Eubanks said that each 
exhibition lasts for about 
four weeks with one week 
of downtime in between 
to allow for production 
and set up. 

“I try to have a variety 
of works that will appeal 
to most people- I try to 
show paintings, sculpture, 
and I try to do shows that 
involve ceramic work,” 
said Eubanks. 

Each show features the 
work of a different artist 
and sometimes displays 
two artists at a time. The 
featured artist for October 
was Thomas Jackson from 
Tupelo, Mississippi. 

Jackson’s work is a fine 
representation of local 
talents and is noted for 
his signature comic book 
style that uses the four 


main comic colors. The 
current show opened 
Nov. 5 and will exhbit 
the work of sculptor and 
ceramics artist, Charlie 
Mabry. Mabry’s work is 
influenced by classical 
ceramic forms and 
historical architecture. 

“I utilize the imagery 
of historical architecture 
combined with elements 
of science fiction to 
convey a possible future,” 
said Mabry. 

As each artist’s style 
varies, those who visit the 
art show can experience 
the different types of art, 
and the art students can 
use it as a learning lab of 
sorts. 

Eubanks said that that 
she believes having an 
art gallery elevates the 
school campus and is 
something worth hanging 
on to. There are more 
shows to look forward 
to before the end of the 
school year and they are 
all free of charge. The 
next show will be starting 
up this month. 

The final show at 
the end of the year 
showcases the work 
of the sophomore art 
students and allows them 
the chance to present the 
gallery as they see fit.

Publications shouldn't 
risk losing credibility 

Digital publications are constantly posting content 
that can range from humorous and creative to 
political and controversial. These articles, tweets, 
social media posts and more can quickly go from 
being useful tools for receiving news and updates to 
being discredited for being fake or untrue. A recent 
example of a news source losing credibility with 
the public occurred last month. 

On Oct. 18 “Elle” put out a tweet that read, “Kim 
Kardashian and Kanye West are splitting up” along with 
a link. Readers that clicked the link were directed to 
a website promoting voter registration instead of the 
story they thought they were going to read. 

This simple tweet angered many supporters of “Elle” 
because they felt misled by the magazine. “Elle” is not the 
first web account to use “clickbait.” Multiple accounts 
run by everyday citizens do it as well. However, “Elle” 
is considered a large publication company. 

Credibility is incredibly important in today’s 
news organizations as it establishes trust. For 
many, “Elle” lost that credibility. Losing credibility 
can quickly cost a publication its readers, 
subscribers, advertisers and more. 

Instead of risking any established relationships 
with the public, media should strive to be honest 
with their readers and viewers. Misleading the public 
does nothing to help issues like voter registration or 
promotion of a cause. In a world where fake news 
is prevalent, any organization that has established 
credibility should recognize its value and maintain it. 

Although the “Elle” social media staff may have 
considered the cause of voter registration worth 
the risk, or simply made a “joke” as they later claimed, 
establishing media credibility is a responsibility of 
the press and should not be taken lightly. Regardless 
of intentions, an ethical publication will maintain 
accuracy to the best of its ability.

Should statutes of limitations exist?

In the world of criminal 
justice, there are specific 
laws and regulations set 
aside in order to protect 
defendants. One of these 
laws called statutes of 
limitations states that with 
some offenses, charges can 
not be brought forward if 


the accusation occurred 
after a certain period of 
time, according to the 
Mississippi Civil Statutes 
of Limitations. This is a 
significantly controversial 
law, and some question if 
the law should even exist. 

According to the 
Mississippi Criminal 

Statute of Limitations Laws, 
statutes of limitations in 


the state of Mississippi vary 
depending on the crime. 
For most misdemeanors, 
the statute of limitation 
is set at two years. For 
felonies, the statute of 
limitation is raised to five 
years. However, there is 
no limited amount of time 
that a prosecutor can file 
criminal charges for major 
crimes such as murder, 


kidnapping and rape, along 
with a few more serious 
offenses. Unfortunately, 
these statutes of limitations 
can become quite detailed. 

While rape (including 
statutory rape) and sexual 
battery of a child hold no 
statute of limitation, any 
other sexual offenses hold

Congress could benefit from term limits

The President has to be 
reelected into office every 
four years with a chance 
of being elected only once 
again. Members of the 
House of Representative 
serve for two years and 
hold reelection campaigns 


at the end of those two 
years, and Senators hold 
reelection campaigns every 
six years. 

More than half of the 
men who make up the 
U.S. Congress have been 
in office for at least 10 
years. As the same men 
and women continue to 
be reelected into office, 


it raises the question 
of giving congressmen 
term limits. Should they 
have term limits or are 
their election campaigns 
considered their “limit”? 

From 1978 to 2018 Thad 
Cochran served as a senator 
for the state of Mississippi. 
Robert C. Byrd served as 
a Democrat senator from 


West Virginia for 51 years. 
Currently, Bob Goodlatte, a 
House representative, has 
been in house since 1993. 
Over time he has become 
the Chair of the House 
Judiciary Committee, and 
has the ability to now 
affect the federal courts,

In 2018, one of the 
big issues facing many 
is whether physician 
assisted suicide should 
be legal. People want to 
have control over their 
bodies, including having 
control over their deaths. 
Suffering is by no means 
a peaceful way to end 
life. For many, this is the 
option presented as their 
health declines. Physician 
assisted suicide would 
allow those in suffering to 
end their lives peacefully 
and pain free. 

According to Merriam 
Webster, physician 


assisted suicide is, 
“Suicide by a patient 
facilitated by means (such 
as a drug prescription) or 
by information (such as 
an indication of a lethal 
dosage) provided by a 
physician aware of the 
patient’s intent.” This 
means that the person 
undergoing the procedure 
is fully aware of what 
they are doing when 
the medication(s) are 
prescribed. These patients 
can be adults suffering 
from terminal diseases or 
those growing older that 
are in pain. 

In 2014, Brittany 
Maynard chose physician 
assisted suicide after 
battling stage four brain

According to 

Christian Nordqvist of 
MedicalNewsToday.com, 
euthanasia and assisted 
suicide are attempts to 
alleviate suffering with 
the intention of ending 
a life. The act sounds 
like a just cause, but it is 
controversial and illegal in 
many countries, including 
the United States. 

While euthanasia is 
completely illegal in the 
U.S., physician assisted 
suicide is permitted in a 
few states. Generally, the 
definitions and guidelines 
between euthanasia and 


PAS vary from country to 
country. FOX News.com 
describes the difference 
between the two as such: 
Euthanasia is initiated 
when the doctor takes 
the action to end the 
patient’s life, voluntarily or 
involuntarily and PAS is the 
case in which the patient 
uses physician prescribed 
tools to end their own life. 

FOX News.com further 
said that PAS support has 
continued to grow in the 
U.S. since the late 1940s 
and could potentially grow 
more based on the results 
of the states that have 
already legalized the act. 

While there are many 
ways to argue against 
assisted suicide and

Brockhampton’s album 
“Iridescence” is one of 
those surprising albums 
one would hear from the 
“Greatest Boyband in 
ShowBiz.” The album was 
made during their tour of 
last year, and fans were 
speculating whether or not 
the band would put out an 
album since the removal of 
Ameer Vann. 

Ameer Vann, rapper of 
Brockhampton, was part 
of the group until summer 
2018, when he made 
headlines due to sexual 
assault involving his ex¬ 
girlfriend.

There is no need 
to pay Le’Veon Bell

On March 3, all-star 
running back Le’Veon Bell 
was franchise tagged for 
the second year in a row 
by the Pittsburgh Steelers, 
cuffing him to the team 
for yet another year in 
order to negotiate a higher 
paying contract. 

While Pittsburgh has 
done everything in its 
power to retain Bell, the 
relationship between the 
two seems to be coming 
to a screeching halt, 
mostly in part due to Bell’s 
determination to be the 
highest paid player in the 
league. Bell is now sitting 
out for as much of the 
season as he can in order 
to scare the Steelers into 
paying him. 

He has become a highly 
decorated runner over 
the years, earning a spot 
in three Pro Bowls and 
becoming the first player 
in NFL history to average 
at least 100 rushing yards 
and 50 receiving yards 
a game over the course 
of a season, so would it 
actually make sense to pay 
Bell as much as he wants? 
The answer is no simply 
due to one fact supported 
by factors such as his 
teammates’ opinions, his 
backup’s performance, and 
the talent of his coworkers: 
Le’Veon Bell is not as 
important as he thinks he 
is. 

While there is no doubt 
that Bell has put up insane 
numbers since he’s been 
in the league, he has also 
been gifted as one of the 
best supporting casts in 
the history of the NFL. 


Although quarterback 
Ben Roethlisberger is not 
necessarily elite, there’s 
no denying that he is one 
of the better play callers in 
the league. 

Bell’s offensive line has 
also proven themselves to 
be among the best in the 
league in terms of both 
pass and run protection, 
posting a 3.6 percent 
sack rate last year that 
tied for the second best 
in the league as well as 
protecting Bell on his way 
to 1,291 rushing yards and 
nine rushing touchdowns, 
ranking him at third in the 
league in both categories. 

Wide receivers Antonio 
Brown and Juju Smith- 
Schuster are also well- 
known threats whose 
names are highlighted by 
defensive coordinators on 
a weekly basis, perhaps 
drawing attention away 
from Bell depending on 
how they are utilized. 
Surely it’s easier to put up 
good numbers whenever 
the defense’s focus is 
constantly spread out. 

Not only is Bell 
surrounded by talented 
teammates, but it has 
also been discovered that 
there is someone who 
can do his job just as well, 
and his name is James 
Conner. Conner, who was 
drafted last year out of the 
University of Pittsburgh, 
has put up amazing 
numbers in the absence of 
Bell. While Conner doesn’t 
necessarily have the same 
uber athleticism of Bell, 
his smash-mouth style 
of running has proven 
to be just as effective, 
as he’s rushed for seven

cancer. She said, “Being 
able to choose to go with 
dignity is less terrifying... 
Right now, it’s a choice 
that’s only available to 
some Americans, which 
is really unethical...” Like 


many, Maynard refused 
to suffer a harsh end to 
her life. She chose to go 
peacefully and without 
pain. Physician assisted 
suicide would give sick 
people the right to bodily 
autonomy. 

As of 2017, physician 
assisted suicide is legal 
in six states: Oregon, 


Washington, Montana, 
Colorado, Vermont and 
California. In these states 
there is legislation in place 
regulating PAS and how it 
is performed. These “right 
to die” laws allow those in 
need to die with dignity. 

Death is a private 
matter, and if allowing 
patients to die with 


dignity is possible then it 
should be legal. Pain and 
suffering do nothing but 
decrease the quality of 
life someone has. Instead 
of forcing someone to 
live in their illness, allow 
them to go in the way that 
they wish. It is better for 
someone to die in peace 
rather than pain.

agencies, and law 
enforcement. His voice 
throughout Congress has 
had the ability to get many 
laws passed, has helped 
promote civil rights, and 
has helped reform the 
justice system. 

Those who believe that 
term limits should be set 
for congressmen argue 
that the government was 
never meant for the same 
people to run it for 40 
years or more. Allowing 


these men to stay in office 
for decades has allowed 
them to build up a large 
amount of power over 
influencers who have the 
ability to financially keep 
them in office. 

There are those who 
argue that term limits 
should not exist for 
members of the Senate, 
and that by giving 
them term limits would 
take away the voter’s 
constitutional right to 
vote. Casey Burgat, a 
writer for The Brookings 
Press, believes this. 
However, voters are able 


to vote for the president 
every four years, so that 
constitutional right would 
not be taken away. 

“Career politicians 

should be valued for their 
experience. If we regularly 
fill a Congressional office 
with a newcomer, we 
will lose the valuable 
experience on-the-job 
that person can offer in 
government,” executive 
writer for Voice for Liberty 
Bob Weeks says. However, 
without the presence of a 
new person in office, new 
ideas that could benefit 
a state are not able to be 


shared. 

The longer congressmen 
are in office, they gain 
more political ground 
and power. The president 
is not allowed to stay 
in office for more than 
two terms because of 
the possibility of him 
becoming a dictator. 
However, congressmen 
are allowed to stay in 
office as long as they are 
reelected. This allows 
them to build up their 
decision-making platform 
and for their political 
power to grow higher and 
deeper.

a limitation of only two 
years, stated in the 
Mississippi Criminal 

Statute of Limitations 
Laws. 

In recent light of the Brett 
Kavanaugh case, accuser 
Christine Blasey Ford 
came forward with sexual 
assault allegations which 
she says occurred in 1982 
- a whopping 36 years ago. 
While this is a prolonged 
period of time, the accuser 
could easily have her own 
rational reasons for waiting 
so long to come forward. 
Whatever the case may 
be, if the allegations are 
true, the amount of time 
that has passed since the 
occurrence would not 
make him any less guilty. 

Considering homicide, 
say an individual murdered 
someone 40 years ago, and 
the individual has remained 
free from conviction. 
Suddenly, investigators 
have uncovered evidence 
tracing the individual who 


committed the murder 
without a shadow of a 
doubt. The fact that the 
murder happened 40 years 
ago does not make the 
murderer any less guilty. 

Considering simple 
assault, which has a statute 
of limitation of only one 
year in Mississippi, say 
an individual withheld 
pressing charges for two 
years. Once again, the fact 
that the crime is out of its 
statute of limitations does 
not make it any less severe. 

While laws should be 
put in place to protect 
defendants, statutes 

of limitations does not 
propose a fair and balanced 
case for both the accuser 
and the accused. The 
amount of time that has 
passed since an incident 
never makes the guilty party 
any less guilty. Statutes 
of limitations harms what 
case the plaintiff is eligible 
to make. Perhaps in the 
future, this specific law can 
be altered in some way to 
allow a balanced case for 
defendant and accuser.

euthanasia, the Hippocratic 
Oath is one of the 
most prominent. The 
Hippocratic Oath is a vow 
taken by doctors that 
swears to ethical values. 
The original text states that 
a doctor would never give a 
deadly drug if asked to do 
it. Of course, the updated 
version states a more 
assistance friendly vow. 

The Ten Commandments 
list ten undeniable laws that 
humans must follow under 
Christianity. The sixth law 
prohibits the taking of a 
life. No one has the right 


to decide whether another 
person lives or dies. That 
statement is very black 
and white. No situation 
has a plain and just answer, 
so there is no easy way 
to decide. However, if 
someone believes that 
taking a life is a great 
wrongdoing, there is no 
exception. 

While euthanasia may 
seem like a cruel act of 
kindness, there are those 
who have no qualms with 
the technique. Physician 
assisted suicide avoids 
direct involvement with 
the death of another and 
gives that person full 
responsibility of their 
request or desire.

delve into the past, then 
one potential candidate 
is “Wick.” The story for 
this survival horror game 
released in December of 
2015 is one based upon 
an in-game urban legend. 
A number of children 
disappeared in a remote 
section of the woods, and 
should one set off into the 
woods alone with nothing 
but a candle for lighting 
the way, then that “brave 
explorer” can see the 
spirits of these children. 
These children are far 
from friendly, with a new 
child getting added to the 
fray every in-game hour 
from midnight ‘til 6 in the 


morning. 

The player will only 
have the light of a candle 
to see by, and should that 
candle run out or should 
the player decide to go 
without a candle for a 
time, the character’s fear 
level will rise, leading 
to the ghostly children 
increasing the speed at 
which they attack. In May 
of 2016, an expansion to 
the game known as “Wick: 
No Way Out” was released. 
This expansion turns the 
already ghostly children 
even more ghastly and 
gives them additional ways 
to harass the player. 

For those that want to 
keep in the present and 
look to the future, look 
no further than “Visage,” 


a slow-paced first-person 
psychological horror 
game. While still only in 
early release, those that 
wish are able to play an 
alpha version of the game, 
though it’s early release 
nature means glitches will 
be much more common 
than in the final release. 

Taking place in a 
gargantuan and ever- 
changing house, the player 
is tasked with surviving 
in a world reminiscent of 
the “P.T.” demon released 
on the Playstation 4 in 
2014. With a heavy focus 
placed on graphics and 
atmosphere, the game 
heavily encourages slow 
and deliberate exploration. 

During this exploration, 
the player is tasked with 


keeping in the light, or at 
the very least keeping a 
light in hand. Should one 
stray into the darkness 
for too long, then the 
character’s sanity will 
drop, having a similar 
result to the player’s fear 
rising in “Wick,” with the 
game world becoming 
much more hostile and 
unnerving to be in. 

These are obviously 
nowhere near all of the 
horror games that are out 
there, but hopefully these 
two entries will be enough 
for those interested 
in starting on a horror 
game binge. Best of luck 
to those who delve into 
the darkened forests and 
hallways, and be sure to 
keep an eye on the light.

responding at all are 
issues that many think 
about when responding. 
The JCJC surveys 
showed that 49 percent 
respond to texts as soon 
as they come in, and 55 
percent respond within 
five to ten minutes. If 
no response is given, 
63 percent of survey- 
takers believe that the 
person they are texting 
is just busy.
